People in free France can listen 
to any radio program they please, 
the most popular being those from 
Britain and the United States, 
Harley disclosed. Newspaper pub- 
lishers who fled Paris at the time 
of the invasion publish their pa- 
pers in unoccupied France, but 
the Germans also publish the same 
papers in Paris. At present, for 
instance, there are two editions of 
Paris Soir, one printed in Paris 
by the Germans and the other in 
Lyons by its original editor. 

No More Eggs. 

Newspapers in occupied France 
often carry recipes for ersatz ma- 
terials, Harlepp explained. One 
recipe for toothpaste listed crush- 
ed eggshells as an ingredient, but 
crushed eggshells just did not ex- 
ist after the Germans had looted 
the country of its chickens, he 
added. 

In occupied France, 
manufacturers had to

terials were cut off from them and 
their businesses failed; and sec- 
ond, there is compulsory employ- 
ment, those unemployed being

Millions of heat-harried Ameri-' 
cans were cheered last night 
word that relief was on the w ay. 

Forecasters reported that a cool 
front had formed in North Dako- 
ta and Minnesota and predicted 
that it would cover the entire mid- 
west by tonight and move east- 
ward through the Ohio valley to- 
morrow. 

But thermometers 
around 100 in many 
sweating citizenry waited 
Viving breezes to rush to the res- 
cue on wings of thundershowers. 

The count of the dead proceeded 
apace. Fatalities attributed to the 
heat—in its ninth day in some 
places—numbered 137. Drownings 
rose to 144. The total was 281. 

First to enjoy a return to tem- 
perate weather were Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. Temperatures 
there dropped to the 80's. Rains 
lowered Ohio temperatures to the 
same levels. Marks in the low 
70's were recorded in eastern 
Pennsylvania in the wake of a 
storm but hovered in the middle 
90's in the western counties of 
the same state.
